The prices 
ranging from 30 cents for a hide from the 
kitten or young rat, heretofore considered 
almost worthless, to 75 cents for one from 
the full grown animal. The meat of the 
muskrat is largely used as food in this sec- 
tion of Maryland, and in an effort to over- 
come the prejudice of other sections against 
using its flesh for food, its cleanly habits 
are set forth at length.

As these animals are caught by trapping, 
an appeal in their behalf has been sent by 
this department to the president of the 
federated anti-cruelty societies, for while 
it is not possible to put a stop to trapping, 
something can be done to mitigate the great 
cruelties that are perpetrated in the carry- 
ing on of this business. 

A CRUSADE WHICH INTERESTS ANIMALS 

An interesting experiment at several wa 
tering places is that undertaken by the wife 
of the British Ambassador, Mrs. Bryce, and 
by Mrs. Sherman, wife of the vice-presi 
dent, which has for its principal object the 
banishing of flesh as an article of diet. 
Because of the great social influence of the 
women who have taken it up, it is expected 
that the propaganda will make some prog 
ress, and especially as the Horace Fletcher 
adherents, who are said to number 200,000, 
are largely inclined to the elimination of 
meat as foods. If any considerable number 
of persons take up the meatless diet within 
the next few years it will be interesting to 
observe whether not cancer and other dis 
eases of mysterious origin, thus far are af- 
fected by the mew diet. Such a radical 
change would naturally have a most far- 
reaching effect upon animal life, aand re- 
duce by more than half the total amount 
of cruelty they endure. 


WHAT GREED AND CRUELTY ACCOMPLISH 


Just here it is pertinent to draw atten- 
tion again to a phase of stock raising that 
is not very generally commented upon— 
starving of cattle upon the plains. So great 
is the evil that in the early part of the 
year a committee of the American Humane 
Association submitted a remonstrance to 
President Roosevelt. Up to March, 1905, 
the reports of the United States Government 
show that 1,345,000 cattle and 1,250,000 
sheep died of preventable exposure and ne- 
glect. The experience of each of these one 
and one-quarter million sentient creatures 
is something like that sketched by E. K. 
Whitehead, secretary of the State Bureau 
of Child and Animal Protection. Imagine 
a single animal in December on the open 
plains, wandering about an immense plain 
covered with snow, with no food except an 
occasional tuft of spare, scanty, moss-like 
grass, eating snow for days for lack of 
water, tortured always by a terrible thirst; 
swept by bitter blasts and icy storms; 
searching ceaselessly for food and water; 
eyes blinded and festering frora the sun’s 
glare on the wastes of snow. 

It is human greed that creates all this 
very terrible suffering to which these un- 
offending animals are subjected, and thus 
far no effective legislation for the protection 
of animals on the plains has been passed. 

CANDIDATES FOR RED CROSS DOG LEAGUE 

The French, with their usual thorough- 
ness, are seriously studying the advisa- 
bility of using dogs on the field of battle 
for the purpose of seeking out the wounded 
soldiers, a number of practical experiments 
having demonstrated how well qualified 
dogs are for this service. Apparently 
wounded soldiers were placed in out of the 
way places throughout a large territory 
heavily grown with thick underbrush. Oc- 
casionally deep ravines and clutterings of 
broken stone, rock and soil made many 
places difficult of access About twelve 
dogs were tried for the first search, and 
some of these were so clever that they were 
immediately attached to the medical corps 
It will certainly be interesting if eventu 
ally a dog Red Cross League is formed 
to mitigate the horrors suffered by the 
wounded. 


A HEALTH OFFICIAL’S DRASTIC PUNISHMENT 

The police of Hackensack, N. J., appar 
ently are no better shots than the agents 
connected with the New York Board of 
Health when it comes to putting dogs out 
of existence. In the presence of a large 
number of Sunday-school children a bungl 
ing police officer recently shot a poo 
stray through the mouth, and the wounded 
creature rushed through the street crying 


out with pain and creating a great deal of 


excitement. The local humane society is 
said to be planning to put a stop to the 
indiscriminate killing of stray dogs
